REPORTS OF BOARDS 



BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Little Rock Conference : 

In closing this the second year of our quadrennium, we want 
to express our appreciation of your hearty co-operation. While we 
have not as yet reached what we had hoped for we have made some 
progress. Dr. Rawlings, representing the General Board, made an 
inspiring address at an anniversary and met with your Board and 
gave us much valuable assistance. The week of prayer has been 
changed from the first week in January to the week preceding East- 
er, and we beg our brethren to observe it. You can order the liter- 
ature from the publishers to distribute among your people without 
cost. 

The Sunday Schools under our discipline are missionary organ- 
izations, and we recommend that one Sunday in the month be set 
apart as a missionary day, and that the offering as far as possible 
be sent in as special, and not in the assessment. 

The Board has fixed January the 10th, next, as the day of 
counsel with the Presiding Elders and other brethren, in Little 
Rock in order to plan for larger things, and more systematic work 
for the incoming year. 

We urge that our collections be taken not later than the month 
of March, and that insofar as possible the assessments be sent to 
our treasurer not later than April 1st. The assessments form the 
base of our Missionary operations; hence we urge full collections 
in the assessments. 

A number of our charges have taken specials and pray that 
a greater number will fall into the plan, and thus help us to swell 
our income for the General Board. 

We recommend the appointment of T. P. Clark Conference Mis- 
sionary Evangelist. 

We suggest the every member campaign for all the claims in 
the early part of the year. 

We urge our pastors to encourage the Epworth League to make 
substantial contributions to the African Mission, as they alone are 
carrying this work on now. 

We nominate the following committee on evangelism; E. R, 
Steele, T. D. Scott, R. W. McKay, Frank Scott, P. C. Fletcher, James 
Thomas and T. P. Clark. 

The Board elected Rev. Forney Hutchinson Conference Mis- 
sionary Secretary and respectfully ask the Bishop to appoint him. 

We congratulate the Conference upon the increased collections 
for both domestic and foreign missions. 

We appropriate $4,220.00 to our Conference Missions; in addi- 
tion the League Conference puts $500.00 at Dierks, which will make 
a total of $4,720.00.

Dear Brethren: — 

We, your Board of Church Extension, respectfully submit the 
following report: 

We are glad to report an increase in collections this year over 
last year to the amount of $640.00. The total amount collected this } 

year is $4,967.00, against $4,327.00 last year. Even with this in- 
crease in collections we were not able to help all who applied, and 
were compelled to help only the most needy churches and to reduce 
the amount asked for in almost every case. If the full assessment 
had been paid we could have cared for every application. 

WJe have no increase in our Conference Loan Fund this year, 
and we earnestly urge the members of this Conference to help us 
increase our loan fund. The Horace Jewell Loan Fund amounts 
to $200.00, and the R. N. Ross Loan Fund amounts to $47.75, mak- ! 

ing a total, with interest, of $285.32. Of this amount $150.00 has ^ 

been loaned to the Hermitage parsonage, leaving a balance on hand 
available for loans of $135.32. We recommend that $100.00 be ♦ 

loaned to Mt. Carmel Church. 

Dr. Sexton came before us and represented our Representative 
Church at Washington, D. C., and we have accepted an assessment

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Dear Brethren: 

Your Sunday School Board report as follows: 

We have had the best year in the history of our work. Our 
treasurer reports that all expenses for the year have been paid in 
full, and half of last year’s deficit has been paid. Our field secre- 
tary reports a splendid gain in the number of new schools, addi- 
tional enrollment, and the organization of the schools according to 
the standard of efficiency. He has traveled eight thousand miles, 
reached 77 out of the 143 pastoral charges, and attended the vari- 
ous District meetings and other gatherings where Sunday School 
interests were under consideration. He has brought twelve schools 
up to the standard of efficiency, and has not been unmindful of 
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the spiritual interest of the Sunday School, he having added over 
two hundred members to the church on profession of faith this 
year. We held seven district institutes tnroughout the Conference. 

We had before us Dr. J. H. Reynolds, Mr. A. L. Dietrich, Dr. 
John W. Shackford, and Mr. John R. Pepper of the General Sunday 
School Board, all of whom rendered the Board valuable assistance 
in planning greater work. We had before us a communication from 
the General Sunday School Board recommending our setting aside 
the Second Sunday in March for raising a fund for the supple- 
ment of the endowment of a chair in Sunday School Pegagogy in 
Southern Methodist University. We are in hearty sympathy with 
this great work, but, owing to our local needs, we do not feel justi- 
fied in attempting this work at present. 

Recommendations. 

We recommend the following for your adoption: 

1. Th'e cooperation of the Sunday Schools of our Conference 
with the Hendrix Board in carrying out the plans for Sunday 
School work at the Summer School for Ministers. 

2. The setting aside of the Second Sunday in March to be 
observed as College Day in all the Sunday Schools of our Confer- 
ence. 

3. The moral support of our Sunday School workers in the 
plan of the Hendrix College Commissioners to endow a Chair of 
Sunday School Pedagogy in Hendrix College. 

4. The strict observance of the law in our Discipline concern- 
ing the observance of Missionary Day and the distribution of mis- 
sionary funds collected in the Sunday School. 

5. The organization of the various districts. 

6. The continuation of our present financial plan for the sup- 
port of our work. 

7. The reappointment of Rev. Clem Baker as Field Secretary. 

In conclusion we wish to thank the presiding elders and pas- 
tors, as well as the superintendents of our Conference, for the gen- 
erous support given us in our work last year, and urge their full 
cooperation in carrying out the greater plans for another year.

Number Two. 

Hendrix College. 

While the report of Hendrix College shows gratifying progress 
and increasing power of that institution, we note with much con 
cem the great need of the College for larger endowment and better 
equipment. Owing to the financial depression which has prevailed 
until recently it has not been possible thus far to close out the 
campaign for the collection of $400,000.00. But now by every token 
the time is ripe for the speedy conclusion of this worthy and noble 
task. We call upon our preachers and people everywhere to give 
prompt, hearty and liberal support to this most important move- 
ment that it may be speedily consummated. 

We recommend that Dr. James Thomas be reappointed as Com- 
missioner of the College and that Rev. H. F. Buhler be appointed 
as his assistant. 

To fill the vacancies in the Board of Trustees we recommend 
the following: 

Hon, George W. Donaghey, 1916-1922. 

Dr. P. C. Fletcher, 1916-1922. 
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Summer School for Ministers and Sunday School Institute. 

It is with pleasure that we note the increasing usefulness of 
the Summer School for Ministers and Christian Workers. We urge 
our preachers and Christian workers to secure the benefits of this 
school. 

We call special attention to the fact that the General Sunday 
School Board has arranged to hold a two days’ institute in con- 
nection with the session of the school for 1917. This institute will 
be held for the benefit of Sunday School Teachers, Officers, as 
well as our preachers. 

The suggestion of the Executive Committee, namely: that the 
fee of two dollars heretofore charged for admission to the Summer 
School be abolished, meets our hearty approval. 

Ministerial Education. 

We call upon the presiding elders and pastors to give special 
attention to the following statement in the Discipline, paragraph 
731: — ‘‘All ministerial candidates are strongly urged before enter- 
ing the traveling connection, to secure, if possible, thorough col- 
legiate and theological training.” W,e commend most heartily the 
plan now being operated in some places of Sunday Schools, Adult 
Bible Classes, and individuals aiding candidates to secure an edu- 
cation; and urge our presiding elders and pastors to bring before 
the Sunday Schools, congregations and individuals this work, as a 
fruitful field of service.

Galloway College. 

The report of Galloway College shows a large increase in at- 
tendance over last year. The president says: “We were compelled 
to turn away more than thirty girls because of lack of room, and 
our agent was taken out of the field in August.” The trustees 
report progress on the part of the endowment campaign. We rec- 
ommend the continuance of the campaign according to the plans 
of the trustees, and that Rev. W. C. Watson be re-appointed as 
Commissioner. 

Southern Methodist University. 

We have given careful attention to the report of the special 
educational commission and of the trustees of Southern Methodist 
University. 

The visit to the Conference of Dr. Hoyt M. Dobbs, Dean of the 
School of Theology, was greatly enjoyed. He came before the 
Board of Education, addressed the Conference in session, and de- 
livered the address at the educational anniversary. His services 
for the University were highly appreciated. 

With great pleasure we note the progress which our two con- 
nectional Universities have made during the year. It is specially 
gratifying to us that the first year of Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity was most successful. According to the Commission’s report 
the University now has assets to the amount of $2,650,000.00. The 
enrollment in all departments last year was 706. Of this number 
00 were ministerial and theological students. 

The election by the special educational commission of Rev. 
J. L. Cannon as a trustee of the University meets our decided ap- 
proval. 

We are in hearty agreement with the suggestion of the Com- 
mission that the two conferences in Arkansas unite to secure funds 
for the endowment of a chair in the School of Theology. We doubt 
the wisdom of undertaking to raise such sum while the campaigns 
(in the midst of which we find ourselves) for securing funds with 
which to relieve our Conference schools from debt and embarrass- 
ment are under way. However, as soon as these campaigns shall 
have been completed, it should be no difficult task to secure from 
the Methodists of the State lifty or sixty thousand dollars for the 
endowment of a Chair of Theology; and to the accomplishment 
of this task we shall give our hearty support. 
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We re-atfirm our statements of a year ago; namely, “We greatly 
rejoice in the splendid beginning which the University has made, 
and believe profoundly in the success of its future; and we do here- 
by pledge the Comn;iission our sincere and hearty support of the 
University as a connectional institution. We gladly direct to 
Southern Methodist University all genuine University patronage 
within our bounds, and specially do we direct all our young minis- 
ters to pursue their distinctively theological studies there.” 

We recommend that Rev. J. L. Cannon and Rev. Stonewall An- 
derson be authorized to represent this Conference in the Educa- 
tional Conference called by the Commission to be held April 4th 
and 5th, 1917, at Dallas. 

General Conference Board of Education. 

We had before us the reports of the Corresponding Secretary 
and the Superintendent of the Department of Ministerial Supply 
and training. 

We urge all undergraduates to pursue their studies in the 
Correspondence School. We ratify the action of the General Board 
of Education to the effect that hereafter all requests for matricula- 
tion in the Correspondence School shall be accompanied with five 
dollars in cash of the fee and a promissory note endorsed by the 
Conference Board for the remaining five dollars. We therefore 
recommend that the Board of Education be authorized to advance 
five dollars in cash to any undergraduate who desires to take the 
correspondence course, and who himself is not able to pay the 
fee, and to endorse his note for the rest — applications for such aid 
to be made to the Secretary of the Board of Education, Rev. R. H. 
Cannon. 

We call the attention of our preachers and people to the help- 
ful and abundant literature published by our General Board of 
Education, In this connection we call attention also to the action 
of the Sunday School Board in setting apart one Sunday in the 
year as “College Day.” A proper observance of this day will be 
of great benefit both to our Sunday Schools and to our Colleges. 
Literature suitable for use in such exercises may be secured from 
the Board of Education, No. 810 Broadway, Nashville, Tennessee

REPORT OF THE BIBLE SOCIETY BOARD. 

We, your Bible Society Board, report the best year in the his- 
tory of the American Bible Society. 1916 marks the conclusion 
of one hundred years of service for the society. The society has 
published the Holy Scriptures in 150 different languages during 
this time, making an average of 1^ new languages mastered every 
year. 

During this time the society has sent out 117,500,000 volumes 
of the Bible. Seven and a half million volumes were sent out 
last year. 

The most engaging work of the board projected this year is 
the placing of a New Testament in the hands of every soldier and 
sailor in the armies of our country. Among the boys along the 
border of Mexico the board has already distributed 1,500 copies 
of these Testaments at a cost of $6,000.00, and the work is just 
begun. The Board found that not more than fifty percent of our 
army and navy was supplied with Bibles at all. 

But we are informed that the work of supplying these bibles 
to our soldiers must stop, or the churches must come to the help 
of the Bible Society with prompt financial support. 

We suggest, therefore, in view of this imperative need, that 
the second Sunday in January be observed as Army Testament 
Day. At this time let collections be taken for the purpose of sup- 
plying our soldiers with bibles. 

The following outline of the work done by the Southwestern 
Agency during the past year is highly gratifying. They have 
employed fifteen Colporteurs. These have spent 2754 days in 
service. They have visited 947 different towns, and 57,252 different 
homes. 16,522 of these homes were found to be destitute of the 
bible altogether. The Southwestern Agency alone distributed 103,- 
993 volumes last year, making an increase of 10,675 over any form- 
er record. 

We had before us a communication from the Gideons of our 
State, and note with pleasure the magnificent work they are doing 
in placing bibles in hotels and other public buildings. 

We are glad to announce that the Bible Society has established 
a depository in Little Rock, where our people may obtain bibles 
at prices far below those which obtain elsewhere. 

A fact of missionary value developed by the activities of our 
Southwestern Agency the past year is found in the record that we 
now have in the territory covered by the agency — 
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'U40,000 French speaking people, 

90.000 Italians, 

300.000 Germans, 

100.000 Bohemians, 

450.000 Mexicans, 

60.000 Scandinavians, 

100.000 American Indians, and 

25.000 of other nationalities. 

Never has there been such a demand for bibles in the history 
of the world. Voltaire in his life-time predicted that within his 
generation the bible would be neglected and forgotten, if not de- 
stroyed from the earth. But now, far removed from his day, the 
Bible Society has actually purchased the very building in which 
the olQ skeptic spoke, and filled it from floor to ceiling with bibles 
which blaze in awful mockery of the false prophet. On with the 
bible to the ends of the earth, but let every land be filled with the 
song of its holy message.

REPORT OF METHODIST ORPHANAGE BOARD. 

Your Committee on the Arkansas Methodist Orphanage re-^ 
spectfully report that we are thankful for the good statement made 
by the Board of Trustees which is as follows: 

“During the past year we had some sickness and some inter- 
ruptions in our work but the Lord has overruled it all to our good, 
as we verily believe. 

On February 1, Mrs. M. L. Bonner resigned as Matron and the 
place was filled by Mrs. L. D. Lifts. In February, the Executive 
Committee engaged the Rev. J. R. Sanders and wife, he as Super- 
intendent and she as Assistant Matron. Brother Sanders soon 
found that he was not strong enough physically to fill the place 
and resigned the middle of June. The internal affairs of the Home 
were never in better shape. 

At the close of last year. Sept. 30, 1915, there were 31 children 
in the Home. During the past year we received 26, placed in good 
homes 21, and 1 died, leaving 35 in the Home, Sept. 30, 1916. We 
received more children this year and have more in the Home now 
than any previous year. We received all told, since the organiza- 
tion of th Home, 294 children. 

Brother Thornburgh expended, from the special fund collected 
by him, during the year, $2,316.26. This makes $37,317.56 collected 
by him and invested in the Institution. About $34,000 has been 
spent on the building and grounds and the balance in furniture, etc. 
S We are very sorry to report that the funds provided for the. 
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running expenses of the institution were exhausted in July and we 
have been borrowing on personal endorsement money to run the 
Home since that time. The assessment was made for the Institu- 
tion ten years ago when we only had twelve children in the Home 
and it has only been increased 25 per cent. We now have 35 chil- 
dren, which is 300 per cent increase, and everything that is con- 
sumed is very much higher in price than when the estimate was 
made. It will be necessary for this Conference to add $500 to the 
assessment for the Orphanage.

We, the Committee on Publishing Interests, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report: 

We note with pleasure that the total increase in the sales of 
our Publishing House, over those of last year, amount to nearly 
$37,000.00. We heartily commend the able manner in which our 
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Methodist Review, Christian Advocate, Epworth Era, Missionary 
I Voice, and our Sunday School publications are edited. We regret 

that the first three periodicals mentioned are found to run at a 
financial loss to the church ; and trust that our preachers and peo- 
'! pie may put forth a united and loyal effort to so increase the circu- 

' lation of said publications as to wipe out these annual deficits. 

We have received from Dr. A. C. Millar a detailed statement 
of the affairs of the Arkansas Methodist, and the management of 
[ the same. There is a deficit in the running expenses of this year 

(■ J of ^2,500.00; but there are assets in unpaid subscriptions amount- 

ing to $8,000.00. 

When nearly all the other papers of our Church, and many 
^ other Church publications are raising prices of subscriptions, or 

^ reducing the size and using inferior quality of paper, we congratu- 

I , late the management of the Methodist upon the splendid mechan- 

ical makeup of our Conference Organ, and the fact that it is still 
I *" held at the old price, and shows so small a deficit. In this respect 

. ^ it is easily the equal of any Conference Organ in the Church, 

j " Dr. Millar’s statement shows beyond question that the paper 

^ is being produced at a minimum cost, and is producing the max- 

imum of income that can be had without a larger circulation. 

The paper is, we think, editorially stronger than ever before. 
It is sane, vigorous, sprightly and refreshing. Probably no single 
agency in the state did nearly so much during the recent campaign 
in the interest of prohibition, and for the defeat of the infamous 
Act. No. 2, as did the Arkansas Methodist.

COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance respectfully recommends the 
hearty endorsement of the work of the Anti-Saloon League, and 
in renewing our relations to it, nominate B. A. Few, A. C. Millar, 
M. N. Waldrip, J. H. Glass, and George Thornburgh to be Trustees 
on the State League Board. 

We have great cause for rejoicing on account of the results of 
the recent election. Michigan, Nebraska, South Dakota and Mon- 
tana, were added to the ranks of the dry states by constitutional 
amendment. Prohibition Governors were elected in Florida, Utah 
and a popular vote for the abolition of the liquor traffic in the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska were all the fruit of the election of November 7th. 
And in Washington, Oregon, Colorado and Arkansas, states already 
under prohibition, propositions were made to modify, if not nullify, 
the effect of prohibition and in all these cases the efforts were 
defeated. In two wet states that voted on the question, Missouri 
and California, prohibition was defeated but in Missouri only the 
enormous vote of the brewery city of St. Louis saved the State 
from the dry column, as there was a majority of 14,000 for prohibi- 
tion in the State outside of St. Louis. In California, the majority 
against prohibition was reduced more than one-half what it was 
the preceding election. It is worth noting that Michigan, Nebraska 
and South Dakota tried prohibition many years ago and repealed it. 
That they have adopted prohibition again means that they have 
tried both and will stick to prohibition. In Utah the legislature a 
year ago passed a prohibition law but the republican governor 
vetoed it. This year the democratic candidate for governor made 
his campaign on a pledge to approve such a law, and he was elected 
with a prohibition legislature. Florida nominated an anti-prohibi- 
tion democratic candidate for governor. A dry candidate was 
named on an independent ticket and was elected. At this action 
very few good democrats are shedding tears. Detroit, one of 
the largest cities in the country, is now the largest dry city in 
the United States. 

In our own beloved Arkansas, one of the greatest victories we 
have ever had, was gained in the defeat of Act No. 2. This, we 
think, forever settles the question of prohibition in this state. 
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"Let the people rule” was a boomerang, for the people did rule by 
a majority of fifty thousand to the glory of God, the good of hu- 
manity, and the discomfiture of the liquorites. 

^ For this great victory much credit is due the active leadership- 

of our preachers and the loyalty of our people. We pay especial 
tribute to Dr. A. C. Millar for his able editorials in the Arkansas. 
Methodist, and for his vigorous personal campaign, and to the Bap- 
tist Advance and the Arkansas Gazette for their great service, also - 
to the press of the state generally. 

We have now twenty-three dry states, to which will be added 
' Florida and Utah in the early part of the next year, making more 
than half the states dry. 

The battle-cry of a united and victorious army is now for a 

saloonless nation. The liquor tralRc is cornered in half a dozen 

, great cities of the country. The traffic is so inherently lawless 

that it cannot long exist even in these places. The time has- 
come for the final settlement of this proposition in the United 
% States. The member of Congress or of the United States Senate, 

who opposes the submission of the joint prohibition resolution to 
the states for ratification has a short political career before him. 
:V The one thing that the American people have made up their minds 

/ to is the absolute extinction of the beverage-liquor traffic. And 

when the amendment is submitted we believe that Arkansas -will. 
^ be first among the states to ratify it.

Dr. James Thomas, 
in order that we may pay the balance of the purchase money, to- 
wit, $4,000, which is due now. That our pastors, during this month, 
collect all due accounts on the Arkansas Methodist and remit the 
same to Dr. A. C. Millar, Little Rock, Ark. That we agree to secure 
4,000 new subscribers during this month, 2,000 in the Little Rock 
Conference and 2,000 in the North Arkansas Conference. 

4. We call attention to the fact that many of the advocates 
are increasing subscription price on account of increase in cost of 
paper and ink, others are reducing the size of the papers, but un- 
less we can secure the new subscribers referred to in item 3, it 
may be necessary for us to do one or the other, i. e., to increase 
the subscription price or reduce the size. 

5. We have elected Dr. A. C. Millar editor for another year, 
and ask his appointment to this work by the Little Rock Confer- 
ence. 

6. As is well known, we changed the name of the paper to the 
“Arkansas Methodist.” 
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7. That. this Commission be continued with the same mem- 
'bers, reelected by the conferences. 

8. That each conference arrange so as that the $2,000 due 
the incoming year be paid not later than the last day of February.

BISHOP ALPHEUS WATERS WILSON. 

Our great senior Bishop is ascended, having died at 
his home in Baltimore, Md., November 21, aged almost 
eighty-three. The son of Rev. Norval Wilson, he was born 
at Baltimore, February 5, 1834; educated at Columbian 
University; married, March 4, 1857, to Susan B. Lipscomb; 
received on trial in 1853 into the Baltimore Conference of 
the Northern Methodist Church; later was a member of 
the majority of the Baltimore Conference, who because of 
unredeemed pledges became independent of the Northern 
General Conference; and in 1866 came into the Southern 
Church. He thus had the unusual distinction of belonging 
to only one annual conference, but was in three different 
autonomous organizations. He was elected Missionary 
Secretary in 1878, and Bishop in 1882. As Missionary 
Secretary he laid deep foundations and prepared our forces 
for modern missionary work by getting missions on the 
conscience of the Church. As Bishop he visited all our 
mission fields and ever had the cause on his heart. He 
was the author of a volume on “Missions” and of the Cole 
Lectures, “Witnesses for Christ.” Bishop Wilson was one 
of the greatest preachers in America. He had none of 
the arts of the orator; his delivery was quiet and unim- 
passioned; but he had a phenomenal insight into the 
meaning of Scripture and such power of organizing his 
thought that he was able to present truth in its strongest 
form. His thinking was profound and his style massive. 
Simple and modest, almost shrinking in manner, he was 
regarded as cold, but to those who learned to know him 
he was tender and confiding. His logical mind and marvel- 
ous memory made him a great presiding officer, and his 
firmness coupled with reasonableness enabled him to 
make appointments with satisfaction. He never pushed 
himself nor his opinions on the Church, but in times of 
crisis he was ready and fearless in advocacy and defense. 
At the time of his death the senior Bishop of all Method 
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ism and chairman of our Commission on Unification, he 
would have been the Nestor of the Joint Commission. 
The Church and his colleagues leaned upon him and trust- 
ed him implicitly. His influence will endure. We are 
rich in his works and character, and shall long mourn 
his departure. — A. C. MILLAR. 

DR. C. C. GODDEN. 

Charles Conway Godden, son of Robert and Maria 
Celia Godden, was bom in Morristown, New Jersey, July 
23rd, 1836, and died at the home of his daughter in Searcy, 
Arkansas, December 21st, 1915. He is survived by three 
children, Charles C. Jr., of Devine, Texas; Mrs. Floyd 
Thompson, of Texarkana, Arkansas, and Mrs. Emmett 
Snipes, of Searcy, Arkansas. 

His parents moved to Indiana, where he grew to young 
manhood. He had the advantage of the common, country 
schools, and later attended Crawfordsville College of 
Crawfordsville, Indiana. He came to Arkansas, at the 
age of twenty-one from Mississippi. He began the prac- 
tice of Law in 1858 at DeWitt, Arkansas, associated with 
Col. Jordan Gibson. During the war between the states 
he served four years for the Confederacy. After the war 
he returned to DeWitt, and formed a law partnership with 
Col. Halliburton, where he soon attained to a large and 
lucrative practice. He served as prosecuting attorney for 
a time, but he never sought official position again. In 
the midst of his successful legal career he was converted, 
in a meeting conducted by Dr. Andrew Hunter, assisted Dy 
Dr. A. R. Winfield. The meeting was held in the Court 
House at DeWitt. His conversion was one of those mar- 
velous triumphs of redeeming grace that has marked the 
progress of the gospel since the day of Paul’s journey on 
the Damascus road. He was literally made a new creature 
in Christ. To him it was ever afterwards the most won- 
erful event of his life. He always spoke of it with humil- 
ity and awe. His sense of sin was deep and pungent, his 
consciousness of sin forgiven was to him the crowning 
evidence of a living Christ. Henceforth he knew Him 
and had sweet fellowship with Him. He had been reared 
a Presbyterian, and always cherished the greatest re- 
spect for that Church, often he spoke of the saintliness 
of his Presbyterian mother, but he joined the Methodist 
Church. Feeling the call to preach. — he conferred not 
with flesh and blood, but became obedient to the Heavenly 
Vision. He was admitted on trial in the Little Rock Con- 
ference in the fall of 1872, at Pine Bluff. Leaving a law” 
practice that paid him thousands of dollars a year, he 
placed himself at the disposal of the church for any ap- 
pointment that might be given him. His first charge was 
DeWitt Circuit, which he served for four years at a salary 







of four hundred and fifty dollars a year. For thirty-five 
years he received his appointments from the Church, 
serving on circuits, stations, districts, and as College Pres- 
ident. He gave himself unreservedly to whatever came, 
with unstinted zeal, courageous faith, unselfish spirit and 
loyal devotion. His ambition was to serve. His ability 
and worth were soon recognized, and early in his career 
he became one of our most loved and trusted leaders, 
which he held to the end. He was recognized as one of 
our great preachers. He knew Christ as his Saviour, and 
he knew men. Out of the depths of his own experience 
he appealed to man’s deepest needs. His message was fre- 
quently attended with great unction and spiritual power. 
His audience would be swayed by a mystic presence, the 
power of God would be felt, and men would be born again. 

As a Presiding Elder, Dr. Godden was ideal. A great 
constructive leader, he quickened the life of the church 
in all its departments. He was a benediction to the preach- 
er. He discovered and developed men. He had the gift 
of finding men who were called to preach. Encouraging, 
leading and pushing them out, he brought many men into 
our Conference, who but for his help might have been 
lost to us. 

The last ten years of his active ministry he was Presi- 
dent of Galloway College. At the time he took charge 
of it, Galloway College was one of the most difficult prob- 
lems, and one of the heaviest burdens of our church in 
this state. He was at that age of life when men begin 
to slacken up and lighten their responsibilities, but at the 
call of his church, he undertook this heavy task with that 
same unselfish spirit, and heroic faith, that had always 
characterized him. The College was burdened with debt, 
and its very existence was threatened. But he faced the 
task with confidence, and by God’s help he succeeded. 
He gathered around him a corps of helpers, and with 
them he straightened out its affairs, lifted its debt and 
made it one of the most popular schools of the stale. When 
the buildings burned down, he never faltered, but girded 
himself to renewed* vigor, and saw it rise from the ashes 
in greater strength and beauty. Just how much of toil 
and struggle and heart-ache there was in it for him and 
his noble wife, we can never know. They must have lived 
close to God, for the College life was always so beautiful 
Brother and Sister Godden were always sunny-hearted 
and everybody was happy. 

When Dr. Godden came to us, he had large posses- 
sions, and his opportunities for accumulating were allur- 
ing. He could have become one of the richest men in this 
state, but he died poor. From a human standpoint there 
is an element of pathos in it all, but in the light of God’s 
word there is in it everything to strengthen our faith in 
God and men — God’s men. As we review the past of the 




Little Rock Conference, C. C. Godden stands out on the 
plains of our history as a tower of strength, a chosen ves- 
sel, one of God’s noblemen. But he never knew he was 
great. To himself he was always a sinner saved by grace.

MARY ANN MENEFEE. 

Mary Ann Menefee was born Sept. 25th, 1852, in Giles 
County, Tennessee. Her father’s name was Jacob Penning- 
ton. He moved with his family to Arkansas before the 
war and settled in the western part of Clark County. 
Later the family moved to Arkadelphia, and here the 
subject of this sketch grew to womanhood. While she 
was a small girl, her mother died, and her father married 
again. Her stepmother was a Presbyterian, and she 
joined that church at an early date. 

She was married Oct. 12th, 1870, to J. J. Menefee, 
then an exhorter in the Methodist church. The following 
summer she united with the Methodist church. She be- 
came the mother of five children, all girls, three of whom 
died between the ages of four and fourteen. 

Her husband, having in the meantime entered the 
ministry, joined the Little Rock Conference in the fall of 
1889, and henceforth she became his traveling companion. 
She went with him to his appointments when domestic 
duties did not prevent. They served, in all, fifteen pas- 
toral charges, spending from one to four years on each. 
One charge, namely, the Lono circuit, they served the 
second time. ' She became thoroughly identified with the 
itineracy and was in perfect sympathy with her husband’s 
' work. 

Sister Menefee was a consecrated Christian, a faithful 
wife, and a devoted mother. As a Christian she was ex- 
emplary, modest, and patient. She belonged to that gen- 
tle, quiet type of Christian women, rather than the more 
enthusiastic and aggressive type. The life she lived bore 
constant testimony to her faith in God and the interest 
she felt in His cause. 

As a wife she was affectionate, thoughtful, and ac- 
commodating. When her husband would leave for his ap- 
pointment, if she could not accompany him, she would 
usually walk with him to his buggy and there bid him 
goodbye. Upon his return she would often meet him as 
he would drive up to the front gate, take his grip, or as- 
sist him in unhitching their faithful roadster. She was 
a neat and frugal housekeeper, who knew how to make 
the parsonage, however humble the structure, attractive 
and homelike, and at the same time how to help her hus- 
band keep out of debt. The floors of the parsonage were 
kept bright, the beds clean and comfortable, and the din- 
ing-room and kitchen (often combined in one) inviting. 
The table .she spread for her family and friends was ap- 
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petizing and wholesome and showed her skill and re- 
sourcefulness in a capacity that counts for much in the 
home of a Methodist preacher. 

Sister Menefee was a fond, loving and kind mother. 
She was just the kind of woman to set an example for 
girls. By her womanly demeanor and wise counsel she 
won the confidence of her daughters who loved and re- 
spected her. Her children and grandchildren bore in them 
the marks of her intelligence and chfistian refinement. 

For forty-six years this good woman walked by the 
side of her husband. The last twenty-six years of this 
period were spent in the itinerant ministry. At the last 
session of the conference they were returned to the Lacy 
circuit for their fourth year. Soon after her husband’s 
return from the conference session at Monticello she fell
